At the Opening Speculators Clamored for September or 
December at $1, and Before the Close the Price 


Was Several 


Cents Higher. 


History was made on the Merchants’ Ex- 
change Saturday. 

For the first time in six years the prevail- 
ing option on wheat sold at $1 a bushel. 

For the fifst time in the history of the 
Exchange two active options were held 
above $1 simultaneously. 

For the first time in the history of any 
exchange sales at more than $1 a bushel 
were made in three options during the 
fame session. 

Cash wheat sold at $1.06. 

Precedents were established so quickly 
that daring traders caught their breath and 
hesitated before entering the pit. 

Before ten minutes of the session had 
passed all but the heaviest traders were 
scared off the wheat market. 

At 9:25, five minutes before the opening, 
ex-Gov. David R. Francis and ex-Gov. E. 
O. Stanard stood on the edge of the pit. 

They were bantering each other and talk- 
ing of dollar wheat in a joking vein. 

“Governor, I'll give you a dollar for five 
December,” said Gov. Stanard. 

“Sold, Governor,” said Francis, and both 
men laughed. It was all a joke. Even 
while the men were laughing the gong 
sounded the opening of the market. It 
had scarcely ceased ringing when the joke 
of the two Governors became a reality. 

The pit was filled with traders now, each 
Waiting for some one else to speak. 

Suddenly a medium-sized man with a 
check eult, white bow tle and brown derby 
hat, burstintothe very center of the anx- 
fous crowd. Throwing his arms in the air 
wildly, he yelled: 

“Give a dollar for December wheat.” 

For an instant the shock tied the tongues 
of the traders. 

Then there was a mighty shout. Cheer 
after cheer sounded through the big hall. 
It started tn the pit but it came back like 
an echo from the furthermost corners of 
the hall. 

Even out in the corridors men heard the 
shout and took it up. They had not been near 
the pit but they knew that a cry like that 
could mean but one thing. 

For the 
were enacted about the pit as have never 
been witnessed tn the history of the Ex- 
change. 

The big fellows were all there now and 
on every word they uttered hung the fate 
of a fortune. 

The man who had bid a dollar for Decem- 
ber wheat was Jake Schreiner of the Schrei- 
ner-Flack Grain Co. He was still in the cen- 
ter of the throng. On his first bid he se- 
cured a 5,000 bushel lot from the 8. W. Cobb 
Commission Co. Now he was clamoring like 
a wild man for more at the same price. 

But there was another man in the pit no 
less active. 

Chariegs P. Burr was waving his arms 
frantically and yelling, “Give a dollar for 
September!" 

Three options were now above the dollar 
between cents and dollars. | 

There was silence for a moment. Then H. 
D. Wasson waved his hand at Burr and 
shouted “Sold!” There was another mighty 
shout. 

December had now advanced to 61.00%. 
After selling at $1 September was held at 
the same figure. 

Silence reigned in the pit until the first 
deal in May wheat was made. It was a 
fale at $1.03. 

Their options were now above the dollar 
mark. The traders were too excited to 
shout now.

As if by common coneent the traders got 
off of wheat and switched to corn. 

Tom Francis brought them back to earth 
again when, after a consultation with his 
brother, he rushed into the pit and bid $1 


for December. The more persistently he bid 
the higher the holders shot the price, unfil 
they got it up to $1.00%. At this stage Sep- 
tember was $1.00% and May $1.03\%. 

President Langenberg jumped on the edge 
of the pit and offered December at $1.03, 
with no takers. 

At this Tom Francis changed his tactics 
and became a geller. Some of the other 
bulls followed him and the market dropped 
to $1.00\, neck and neck with September, 
which was still firm. 

On the opening advance the highest price 
actually paid was by Michael Connor of 
Connor Bros., who bought at $1.00%. 4 

Jake Schreiner, who had started all the 
excitement, offered a 6,000-bushel lot at 
$1.00. 

Tom Francis made the same offer and his 
brother, the ex-Governor, jumped into the 
pit and asked him what he meant. 


“O, it’s all right, Dave,’ said Tom. ee 
bought this at 96%c.”’ 
Still he did not repeat the offer. His 


next move was a bid for December at 
$1.00%. Carroll Taylor went against him 
and bid $1.003%. \ 

Then began the second bulge and in two 
minutes an advance of a cent was recorded. 
From $1.01% there was an advance to 
$1.01%, followed by a lull. 

The next move caused another shout for 
the bulls in the pit in their wild effort to 
boost the market shot it up to $1.024%. The 
advance started when Amadee Cole bought 
December from Allie Walton at $1.01%4. 

Interest now turned to the September op- 
tion, which was around $1.01%. Francis, 
Cole, Gardiner and a half dozen others got 
under it and boosted it to $1.02%, % cent 
above December.

Chicago conditions were largely respon- 
sible for the unprecedented conditions in St.

Ordinarily on Saturday, which is a short 
day, traders are careful, as they do not care 
to carry heavy trades over Sunday. 

But early Saturday morning members of 
the local exchange knew that Chicago would 
try to run away from St. Louis Saturday. 
Reports from Friday's curb at Chicago 
shows that. 

The St. Louis traders had to work. hard 
Saturday or yield the palm for nerve to 
Windy City operators. 

The opening advance here was made 
solely on the strength of Chicago's curb, 
but the subsequent strength of the market 
was based largely on news of a decidedly 
bullish oharacter. 

Cables were stronger than ever, an ad- 
vance of nearly 10c a bushel over night 
being reported from Liverpool. 

Beerbohm again swayed the markets of 
the world by predicting a heavy decrease 
in the Puropean stocks. The regular Satur- 
day report of the week's clearances showed 
that they amounted to 5,218,000 bushels, as 
against 2,991,000 the corresponding week last 
year.

CHICAGO, Aug. 21.—First curb quotations 
on September wheat to-day were at 97c, an 
advance of 4c over wyesterday’s close 
In five minutes 98%c was asked. 

Corn also gave indications of a boom, the 
curb price ranging from 30c to 30%c, an ad- 
vance of over a cent a bushel. Ten minutes 
after the curb opening September wheat had 
sold back to 974%c. December sold at 97\c. 

The opening price for wheat on the regu- 
lar board was 9%8c for September,-a jump 
of 5c a-bushel compared with yesterday's 
final figures for regular trading. Sales were 
made all the way between 98 and 97c for 
September in the first few moments and 
9644c was touched for an instant. Ten min- 
utes after the opening wheat was selling 
ut 97144c September, and 9c December, and 
did not vary much from these figures for 
some time. 

The wildest excitement was in the coarse 
grain. Corn was up nearly 3c a bushel, oats 
up 2c. It was sympathetic, of course, with 
wheat. There is a great short interest in 
each.

It’s an Undeserved Piece of Luck for 
McKinley. 


LONDON, Auge. 21.—The fact that the 
price of wheat thas reached $1 a bushel in 
the United States has produced considerable 
excitement among grain speculators and 
others interested. The Secretary of the 
Baltic said: “Of course we have been caught 
largely short. The rise in 
wheat, with the uncertainties of the future 
make a somewhat hysterical market. The 
rise of 6 pence in the price of barley for 
example to-day was due to no assignable 
cause. There is no speculation here as it 
is known in Wall street, though there is 
some speculation at Liverpool.”’ 

The Secretary of the Corn Exchange fre- 
marked: “There is no speculation here as 
such transactions are generally known. 
There has been a disposition on the part of 
the outside public to bear the market, but 
the brokers have dissuaded their clients 
from so doing. The rise in prices yesterday 
morning and to-day was not due so much to 
dollar wheat’ as to the buying by France, 
where the harvestings are proving disap- 
pointing. Our millers, too, are short. 

Our brokers have not made much, as 
they held no stocks; but it is needless to 
say the rise of half a crown in the price of 
wheat yesterday makes 
on Mark Lane. The Americans have ap- 
parently got it all their own way.” 

The Westminster Gazette this afternoon, 
referring to the rise in the price of wheat,

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FOUND DEAD 
IN THE WEEDS 


Corpse Discovered in a Vacant 
Lot at Berlin and 
Euclid Avenues. 


HAD BEEN THERE A LONG TIME. 


THERE WERE TWO BULLETS IN 
THE HEAD AND A REVOL- 
VER BY THE BODY. 


MAY HAVE BEEN A MURDER. 


Remains So Badly Decomposed That 
Identification May Not Be 
Possible—Taken to the 
City Morgue. 


Some small boys playing in a vacant lot 


at Euclid and Berlin avenues Saturday 
morning found a dead man beneath a 
clump of tall weeds. 

They ran screaming from the lot and told 
a policeman of their discovery. 

The corpse was so badly decomposed that 
the officer and the crowd of fhen and wom- 
en who accompanied him to the spot did 
not make a very careful examination. 

The features were unrecognizable and the 
clothing was so rotten that it almost fell 
in pleces from the putrifying remains. 

The policeman declared that the corpse 
must have been lying in the weeds for at 
least a month. 

Bending over the body, with his handker- 
chief tightly clutched over his nostrils, the 
officer found that two bullets had been fired 
into the dead man’s brain. 

As the policeman made this discovery, 
his foot struck something hard on the 
ground. He stooped and picked up a re- 
volver. 

“Uph! Just a case of suicide,” grunted 
the policeman. 

A bystander took the weapon from his 
hand and examined it. 

“How do you make it out a suicide,” ex- 
claimed the man, after he had looked care- 
fully at the revolver. 

“Look here, officer, two shots have been 
fired from this revolver and there are sfi!l 
three loads in it. There are two bulle‘s 
in this poor fellow’s head. Those bullets 
were undoubtedly fired from this gun. 

“But notice that the chambers from 
which the two bullets were fired are en- 
tirely empty. What has become of the 
shells? 

“This man could not have fired two bul- 
lets into his brain, then removed the empty 
shells, flung them so far away they can- 
not be found and iaid down here and died.” 

The crowd listened attentively to the ar- 
gument. 

“Sure, it's a murder,"’ they said to one 
another In subdued voices. 

Then they searched among the weeds and 
tall grass for the empty cartridge shells, 
but there were none to be found.

A WIDESPREAD —

The Conway Kidnapping Case 
at Albany Is Growing 
Decidedly Sensational. 


HAD MANY RAMIFICATIONS. 


OTHER CHILDREN WERE TO BE 
TAKEN AND THE IDEA WAS 
RANSOM CR DEATH. 


PROMINENT LAWYER INVOLVED. 


Details of the Sensational Rush of 
Blake to Prison and Mayor 
Thacher’s Heroic Action 
in Saving Him. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 21.—A fiendish plot 
to kidnap children of prominent and well- 
to-do families has been unearthed here and 
the city is excited almost to frenzy. 

A mob made desperate attempts to take 
from the police one of the kidnappers of 
the Conway baby and only by the daring 
of Mayor John Boyd Thacher and others 
with drawn pistols ready for action was the 
Prisoner got Into police headquarters. 

If it were not that the fall is almost im- 
pregnable and the National Guard strong, 
& serious outbreak might result. 

Two of the conspiratora are behind the 
bars. Joseph M. Hardy, an uncle of young 
Conway, and H. G. Blake, a gambler and 
all-around sport. The lattér was captured 
in Schenectady. He is the man who wrote 
the note to Conway demanding the $3,000 
ransom money, and signed himself “The 
Captain of the Gang.” The third and prin- 
cipal member of the conspiracy & said by 
the police to be a lawyer, who has an office 
at Broadway and Thirty-fourth street, New 
York City. The police are on his track 


and expect to effect hie arrest soon. 
District Attorney Burlingame its satisfied 
that these men had planned to operate on 
a large scale, kidnapping other children In 
different localities throughout the State 
and demanding a ransom for their return. 
The children wete to bé snatched from 
their homés the same as the Conway boy. 
If the ransom was not: paid the children 
were to be quickly disposed of in death. 
The District Attorney says that he has 
substantial evidence that they would have 
eventually killed the Conway bo with 
chloroform had they remained undeteeted 
a few days longer and their money demand 
had not been met. 

Ever since the Conmay child was atolen 
Mayor Thacher has had active personal 
charge of the police and has tramped the 
city night and day. His activity added to 
the other sensajional features in connection 
with the kidnapping aroused exoitement in 
all quarters of the city. 


The news of Blake's arrest reached here 
in the afternoon. From that time until mid- 
night the crowds remained in the streets. 
When tne train arrived with Blake tn the 
baggage car the crowd set up a mighty roar, 
even before Blake could be seen, 

As he neard it, the prisoner turned white

THERE WAS A SLIGHT MIX-UP. 


No Serious Opposition Was Offered, 
However, and the Strikers Were 
Soon Landed in Jail. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 21.—There was a 
clash between the deputy sheriffs and strik- 
ers at Plum Creek at 4 a. m. and five 
strikers were arrested for contempt of court 
in disobeying the orders of court as con- 
tained in the injunction.

President Ratchford Expects Good Re- 
sults From It. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 21.—‘‘You may say 
that we expect the meeting of labor lead- 
ers in St. Louts on Aug. 29,"’ said Pres'dent 
Ratchford, ‘“‘to take such action as will 
enable us.to successfully meet the injunc- 
tions. The injunctions,”’ said he, ‘“‘are the 


worst obstacles we are meeting now, and, 
in fact, about the only thing that prevents 
an immediate settlement of the strike in 
our favor. 

“We expect all the great labor organiza- 
tions to be represented there. We also ex- 
pect all the reform organizations, the arbi- 
tration bodies and various scientific organi- 
zations to send delegates. As the call de- 
Clares that this is the business of the com- 
mon people, we have simply invited all 
whosge interests are deeply affected by the 
fight that is being made upon us through 
the courts by confederated capital, to join 
issues with us. 

“We have not called in help because we 
feel that we are defeated. Not by any 
means.’’ 

He would not undertake to say what the 
convention at St. Louis would do. 

“We will leave that to the convention,” 
said he. “I shall simply lay the facts be 
dy the convention and abide by its decie- 
on.’”’ 

The success or failure of the strike hangs 
upon the St. Louis conference. 

At the St. Louis conference all labor or- 
ganizations will be asked to join issues 
with the miners. The fa'‘lure to secure a 
general suspension in West Virginia has 
greatly interfered with the prospects of 
success, as the coal supplied from that and 
the few isolated districts igs meeting the 
lim'ted demand. . 

The only hope of cutt'ng off this supply 
appears to lie in the refusal of organized 
labor in the ordinary channels of traffic and 
business to handle or use this coal. If the 
object of the St. Louls conference be ac- 
complished the strike will be extended to 
nearly every branch of labor in the coun- 
try.

VAULTS ARE NOW 


Government Sub-Treasury in 
St. Louis Contains the 
Sum of $25,000,000. 


BROKE A RECORD RECENTLY. 


TEN DAYS AGO THERE WAS $30,- 
000,000 STORED AWAY, 
WHICH BEAT CHICAGO. 


NO ROBBERS NEED TRY FOR IT. 


Fair Barometer to Indicate Local Busi- 
ness Prosperity Is the Greatly In- 
creased Demand for Fractional 
Coin and Silver Dollars. 


These are busy times at the United States 
Sub-Treasury in the Federal building. The 
amount of money handled in the last month 
has exceeded by several millions of dollars 
that of any other month. 
The record for the amount on hand was 
broken ten days ago, when the deposits 
reached $30,700,000. This was more than 
$10,000,000 more than was contained in the 
Sub-Treasury in Chicago on the same date. 
As a usual thing the amount of money 
stored in the vaults is about $26,000,000, and

SAFETY LEGISLATION. 

Some of the advocates of the Coudrey 
bicycle bill appear to be laboring under 
the erroneous impression that the Post- 
Dispatch favors discrimination against 
wvheelmen in vehicle regulating legisla- 
tion. 

In all the work the Post-Dispatch has 
Gone to show the necessity of legal regu- 
Jation to prevent accident, we have been 
actuated by a single consideration—the 
gafety of the public, and perticularly of 
the wheelmen who have been subjected 
to specia! dangers by reason of the ab- 
gence of al) precautionary legislation. 

The conditions of greatest menace to 
the wheelmen themselves first and to the 
general public next were reckless scorch- 
ing and the riding of wheels without 
lamps or bells. 

It was to guard against these special 
@nd pressing dangers that the Post-Dis- 
patch took up the question of legal regu- 
lation and aroused public sentiment and 
particularly the sentiment of wheelmen 
in favor of a regulating ordinance, The 
mecessity for it was universally recog- 
nized. 

The Post-Dispatch believed that the 
wise method of procedure was to passa 
bell, lamp and speed ordinance to restrain 
reckless wheeling. That was the chief 
thing to be guarded against. The wheel- 
men indorsed the movement and the Mu- 
nicipal Assemblymen almost unanimously 
approved it. There was no opposition to 
this measure and it could be passed with. 
put delay. 

It was a matter of expediency to pass 
this necessary legislation first and then 
whatever additional legislation that may 
be desirable could be passed. The Post- 
Dispatch belleves in bringing all vehicles 
under reasonable regulations to prevent 
a-cidents and protect the public. 

But nothing will be accomplished by 
wrangling. It will hamper and may de- 
feat alk legislation.

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WHAT IS THE LIMIT? 

For the first time in six years cash 
wheat sold for a dollar yesterday in the 
St. Louts market. In all the other large 
grain markets the price was $1 or more. 

This was a notable event, pregnant 
with promise of prosperity. More than 
any other incident it is significant of 
profitable activity in all lines of industry 
and commerce. 

Rut having reached $1 on account of 
a strong foreign demand the question of 
great and practical moment iy: how 
high will the price go? 

Beerbohm, the English expert, submits 
the astounding prediction of $2 wheat. 
Ile bases his expectation on a strong 
statement of estimates. He estimates 
that after the United States has sent 
abroad all the wheat they can spare 
Europe will still have a deficit of 199,000, - 
000 bushels. India is famine-stricken and 
South America cannot close the gap this 
year. 

These estimates and predictions must, 
be discounted to some extent. The facts, 
may modify them and the predominant 
influences on the market are decidedly 
bullish. But that wheat may g0 con- 
siderably higher is a fair expectation. 

There is another fair expectation in 
the situation. Wheat at fancy prices 
with a deficit will mean an increased de- 
mand for corn and oats. Better prices 
on all farm produce may be anticipated. 
A deficit instead of the usual surplus 
makes it reasonably certain that even 
with generally good crops prices will be 
maintained at a good figure next year. 

Wheat at $1 and over is a condition 
full of profitable possibilities for the 
farmer. When the farmer is prosperous 


the country is prosperous. 
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The wicked Dingley law has increased the 
price of salt 5 cents a barrel. Every head 
of a family may figure up for himself how 
many hundreds of dollars this will take out 
of his pocket in a year.—Kansas City Jour- 
nal. 

The salt tax is only 
one of hundreds in the new high tariff 
enactment.
